3, 14, 15, 27 and 28 have been canceled, and claims 18 and 19 have been withdrawn.

3. Claims 1, 2, 4-13, 16, 17, 20-26, 29 and 30 are allowed over the prior art of 
record. 
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The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest individually or in combination 
automatically determining a level of similarity between at least two of a plurality of a 
plurality of discrete elements stored in the document repository, storing data 
representative of a link, identifying one or more conceptually meaningful segments 
(elements) within the document based on the document type and physical structure and 
automatically updating whenever a discrete element is added to the document repository 
as set forth in independent claim 1, storing data representative of the relationship between 
the segments of at least two documents of the plurality of documents into a plurality of 
conceptually meaningful segments in the document repository, comparing the plurality of 
segments by extracting a plurality of terms from the segments, and for each segments, 
determining the frequency of at least one of the plurality of words within the segment as 
set forth in independent claims 7 and 20. 

Dependent claims 2, 4-6, 8-13, 16, 17, 21-26, 29 and 30 being further limiting to 
the independent claims 1, 7 and 20 are also allowed. 

The closet prior art, Lingosari et al. WO 03/069506 A2 teaches data element 
indicia representative of the plurality of data elements are displayed within a plurality of 
regions defined according to corresponding data types and the relationships between at 
least a portion of the data elements may also be displayed. The closest prior art fails to 
anticipate or render Applicant's limitations above obvious.
